President McKinley Calls 
On President Dole. 


Meeting of Two Brave and 
Christian Gentlemen. 


The Reception Devoid of Display 
or Ostentation. 


Secretary Sherman and Assistant 
Adee Meet the Ha- 
walian Executive at the Depot. 
Exchanges of Courtesies. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—President 
Dole of Hawaii arrived here at 2:10 
p.m., and in behalf of the government 
was welcomed by Secretary Sherman 
and Assistant Secretary Adee. The 
Presidential party was belated by 
storms along the way, and it was three 
hours after the schedule time that 
the train swung into the Baltimore 
and Ohio depot. A crowd of several 
hundred had assembled on North Capi- 
tol street, and three platoons of 
mounted policemen were on hand to 
act as an escort. 

As the train came to a (stop, Secre- 
tary Sherman and Assistant Secretary 
Adee stepped on the rear platform and 
were met by Assistant! Secretary Crid- 
ler, who conducted them inside for the 
first greetings to President and Mrs. 
Dole and the party. There was a brief 
and informal exchange, and then thé 
party filed out to the waiting carriages. 
As they alighted, Secretary Sherman 
and President Dole, with Mrs. Dole 
standing between them, were photo- 
graphed. Then Secretary Sherman of- 
fered his arm to Mrs. Dole, and es- 
corted her to President McKinley’s 
carriage. The platoons of officers 
wheeled about, the spirited bays of 
the White House stepped off at a 
lively gait, and the party proceeded to 
the Arlington, where the Hawaiian 
Executive will be the nation’s guest. 
In the second carriage were Minister 
Hatch of Hawaii, Assistant Secretary 
Cridler and "Mr. Dole’s private secre- 
tary. 


Following this was the carriage of 


Assistant Secretary Adee and Dr. 
Day, the physician of President Dole. 
The fourth carriage contained Maj. 
Heislandt, representing the army, and 
Lieutenant-Commander Phelps, repre- 
senting the navy. There was no mili- 
tary display, simplicity being the or- 
der, by President Dole’s request. | 
The Arlington was reached about 
2:30 p.m. Secretary Sherman, with 
Mrs. Dole on his arm, escorted the 
party to their rooms and then took 
his official leave. Mr. Porter, private 
secretary to the President, accom- 
panied by Col. Bingham, was notified 
by telephone of the arrival and soon 
appeared, bearing the congratulations 
of President McKinley and requesting 
to be informed when it would be most 
convenient for the President of the 
Hawaiian ‘republic to receive him in 
person. It was aranged that soon after 
the arrival of their baggage, President 
Dole would notify President McKinley 
of their readiness to receive him. 
The apartments to which the  dis- 
tinguished guests were assigned are 
on the second floor, facing Vermont 
avenue and I street. The drawing- 
room is in the corner, and next, on the 
Vermont side, are the bedrooms of 
President and Mrs. Dole. The private 
dining-room adjoins the drawing- 
room on the I-street front. The fur- 
nishings of the apartments are rich. 
but apparently there had been no ef- 
fort at display. The decorations con- 
sisted almost entirely of Americar 
Beauty roses, which had been tastefully 
arranged on the mantels and tables. 
President McKinley’s call en- 
tirely formal, and did not last more 
than fifteen minutes. He was ac- 
companied by Mr. Porter and Col. 
Bingham, and was met by Assistant 
Secretary Cridler and Mr. Hatch, the 
Hawaiian Minister, who introduced 
them to President Dole, Mrs. Dole and 
the other members of the party After 
a mutual exchange of courtesies, Presi- 
dent McKinley returned tto the White 
House. 
At 4:15 o’clock President re- 
turned the visit of President Mc- 


Kinley. He drove over to the White 
House in a magnificently-appointed 
carriage, in company with Ministe~ 


Hatch amd Mr. Cridler, and his pri- 
vate secretary, Maj. Taukea. At the 
entrance to the White House, the 
party was met by Col. Bingham and 
the party was led at once by him to 
the elevator, whence they were soon 
transferred to 'the library on the second 
floor. There, President McKinley was 
in waiting, and gave his guests a 
greeting, and after a few words of 
general conversation, they retired tec 
a couch and spent about five minutes 
in conversation. It was said that this 
talk was purely unofficial and persona! 
After the reception the party was es- 
corted down the stairs and returned 
to the hotel. 


FOR SOCIAL PRESTIGE. 


Mrs. Joe Carter Working to Get Ex- 
Queen Lil Restored. 
fASSOCIATED FEESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—Joseph O. 
Carter of Honolulu, who comes toa the 
United States as an opponent of an- 
nexation, arrived in Washington 
evening, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Tribune. He is the 
elder brother of the late Henry A. P 
Carter, Minister of Hawaii. Mr. and 
Mrs. Carter have rooms at the Ebbiti 
House, where ‘tthe ex-Queen of Hawai. 
and the Hawaiian delegates, represent- 
ing organizations opposed to annexa- 
tion, are settled for the winter, or at 
least while the treaty shall be before 
the Senate. It does not appear that 
the Hawaiian delegates have made 
much, if any, progress in their efforts 
‘o defeat annxation. 

Carter is the business adviser of the 
ex-Queen, as well as a friend on whose 
loyalty she can depend absolutely. His 
loyalty is undoubtedly the stronger be- 


|cause of the warm personal friendship 


that exists between his wife and ex- 
Queen Lilivakalani. Mrs. Carter, as is 
well known to her Honolulu friends, 
has never ceased to regret the so- 
cial régime of the monchary. While 
Carter has come to Washington to op- 
pose annexation, it is certain he is 
here also to serve the best interests of 
the ex-Queen should the treaty of an- 
nexation be ratified. 

Carter was asked if he thought the 
republic strong enough to resist out- 
side aggression. 

“Yes,’’ he replied, “I believe, as long 
as we behave ourselves and do the 
right thing, we will not be disturbed 
by outside aggression. It has been so 
in the past, and why not in the future? 
You gee, I never believed in the Jana- 
nege scare, ‘that Hawaii was in any 
danger from Japan. There was trouble 
over the immigration, and Japan sent 
a cruiser with a commissioner to look 
after the interests of the Japanese. But 
it xvas just what Great Britain or Ger- 
many would do under similar circum- 
stances. There are 45,000 Asiatics in 
Hawali. Whose fault is it? Why, the 
Hawatiians’. The planters will. insist 
upon having new immizrants, and un- 
der the treaty with Janan they can. 
On some of the smaller plantations the 
free-labor system is applied, and it 
works well with the Jananege.” 


GAINED THEIR POINT. 


Two Hundred Thousand Coal-dig- 
gers’ Wages are Advanced.. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—The interstate 
convention of bituminous coal opera- 
tors and miners came to an end to- 
night at the close of the tenth day of 
its deliberations. The miners seem to 
have gained their point, and 200,000 
soft-coal diggers will secure an ad- 
vance of 10 cents a ton and a uniform 
day of eight hours with uniform wages 
for day labor. The agreement, which 
will take effect on April 1, was adopted 
with but two dissenting votes. 

The new scale is based upon a 66- 
cent rate in the Pittsburgh thin-vein 
district for screened coal, with a rela- 
tive price for run of mine digging. The

HE’S A GOOD THING. 


BROWN’S CHICAGO FLOCK DESIR- 
OUS OF RETAINING HIM, 


One Member Says They May as Well 
Keep Him—Mrs, Brown Says 
Nothing—A Letter on the Way 
and the Penitent Preacher Will 
Follow in a Few Days. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The lecture-room of Green- 
street Congregational. Church was 
crowded this evening: when the regular 
weekly prayer meeting was held. ‘t 
was evident that those present were 
greatly interested in the play which has 
been on the boards of both San Fran- 
cisco and Chicago, in which the pas- 
tor, Rev. Cc. O. Brown, has taken a 
leading role. Rev. J. C. Armstrong, 
superintendent of the Chicago City Mis- 
sionary Society, conducted the service, 
and at the conclusion made a few brief 
remarks, speaking in a general way of 
the sorrow which had come to the 
congregation, and urging that the 
church be not hasty in action, but wait 
and seek divine guidance in whatever 
was done. 

Treasurer Carl Siebert read a tele- 
gram from Brown, asking that he state 
to the church that he resigned, and 
that a letter was on the way. On mo- 
tion of D. P. Hanson, chairman of the 
board of trustees, it was voted to defer 
action on the resignation for one 
week. There is a decided inclination 
among the trustees to refuse to con- 
sider the resignation. The deacons are 
not outspoken, preferring, as Deacon 
William Tomlinson said, to wait until 
Mr. Brown returned before deciding 
what course should be pursued. The 
members, so far as could be learned, 
favor a refusal to consider the with- 
drawal as final. 

I. H. Stone, a member, said this 
afternoon: “We know what was said 
about Dr. Brown when he came to 
us, and although we did not know 
how much was true, we were willing to 
receive him as pastor. What is the 
use of letting him go now? We might 
as well keep him. I am in favor of 
retaining him. I have been sneaking 
with a good many members, fand they, 
with very few exceptions, feel as I 
do.”’ 

Mr. Stone received a telegram this 
afternoon from Brown, thanking the 
Green-street people for standing by 
him, and stating that he would be 
home in a few days. Whatever action 
is to be ‘taken will be by the entire 
membership of the church. : 

Mrs. Brown was seen this afternoon, 
but had nothing to say. She had not 
heard from her husband. It its not 
known what action will be taken by 
the Chicago association, the local body 
of Congregational ministers, in case 
the members of Green-street Church 
vote to retain Brown.

House Refuses to Strike Uut the 
Carlisle Indian-school Appropri- 
ation—Heat Over the Proposed 
Reduction of Letter-carriers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—For more 
than six hours the Senate had under 
discussion the Teller resolution provid- 
ing that the government pay the prin- 
cipal and interest of the bonds of the 
United States in silver. By agreement, 
the resolution and amendments pend- 
ing are to be voted on before adjourn- 
ment tomorrow. The debate was devoid 
of sensational incidents and acrimoni- 
ous colloquies which characterized that 
of ‘yesterday, but it was replete with 
arguments and oratory. 

The time was consumed by Mr. Tel- 
ler (Silver Rep.) of Colorado and Mr. 
Daniel (Dem.) of Virginia, who sup- 
ported the resolution, and Mr. Hoar 
(Rep.) of Massachusetts and Mr. Platt 
(Rep.) of Connecticut in opposition. to 
it. All delivered set speeches except 
Mr. Hoar, whose speech was in reply 
to some points advanced by Mr. Teller 
yesterday. No other business was 
transacted. 

The House devoted another day to 
the consideration of the Inflian Appro- 
priation Bill, most of the time being 
consumed as on the two preceding days 
in discussing extraneous subjects. By 
far the most interesting feature of the 
day was the debate on the question of 
reducing the mail-carrier service in the 
large cities owing to the failure of the 
Senate to attach the estimated defi- 
ciency of $160,000 to the Urgent De- 
ficiency Bill. 

This subject has been agitating the 
metropolitan cities ever since the order 
was issued for cutting down the force 
on February 1. A dozen representa- 
tives from as many different cities pyo- 
tested against the propose reduction, 
and urged an immediate appropriation, 
when Chairman Loud of the Postoffice 
Committee and Chairman Cannon of 
the Appropriation Committee allayed 
the wrath of the members by assuring 
them that there was no occasion for 
alarm; that the service could not pos- 
sibly suffer until June, by which time 
there would be ample opportunity to 
pass a deficiency appropriation. Mr. 
Loud used strong words in his critic; 
of the Postoffice Department officials, 
and promised seme _ interesting dis- 
closures later on. 

The motion to strike out the appro- 
priation for the Carlisle Indian School 
was defeated after considerable debate 
by a vote of 29 to 65. Ten pages of the 
bill were disposed of today. 

The conference report on the Urgent 
Deficiency Bill was adopted. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—SENATE— 
At the opening of the Senate today, 


Mr. Hale of Maine presented the re- 
port of the conferénce on the Urgent 
Deficiency Appropriation Bill, and the 
report was agreed to. 

Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire se- 
cured the adoption of a resolution call- 
ing upen the Attorney-General for 2 
report as to whether there have been 
recent violations of the Constituion in 
Louisiana ‘by the exclusion from ¢ser- 
vice on juries in the United States of 
duly qualified citizens on account of 
color. 

Upon motion of Mr. Vest of Missouri 
the Senate took up the Teller resolu- 
tion. The debate was opened by Mr. 
Teller of Colorado, the author’of the 
resolution. He said he would permit no 
man to excel him in honor or good faith. 

“I would do nothing,’ he said, ‘‘that 
would bring about such a condition of 
affairs as would be disgraceful, what- 
ever the opinion of the Senator from 
Massachusetts (Mr. Hoar) may be of 
my opinions or convictions..The Massa- 
chusetts Senator tried to make it ap- 
pear that my position was on a parallel 
with the making of a ten-dollar piece 
out of a copper cent. Such a proposi- 
tion I do not advance, and I do not 
think it would find much support in 
this or any other legislative body.” 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


Mr. Teller said he was willing to re- 
tire from public life if by so doing he 
could bring about an international bi- 
metallic agreement. He maintained 
that the existing contract concerning 
the money in which the bonds of the 
United States were payable could not 
be changed without action of Congress 
—one of the parties to the contract— 
and the government had a right to ali 
the advantages the contract afforded it 

Mr. Fairbanks asked Mr. Tellei 
whether the present Secretary of the 
Treasury was now paying out only 
gold in liquidation of the bonded ob- 
ligations of the government. 

“T do not know,” replied Mr. Teller 
‘what the Secretary of the Treasury 
is doing. My relations with the present 
administration are not such as to en 
able me to obtain information of its 
acts.”’ 

Being further pressed by Mr. Fair- 
banks, Mr. Teller said his belief was 
that the administration was paying 
the interest on certain obligations of 
the government, no such obligations 
themselves having matured, in gold. 

“T have absolute information,”’ re- 
torted Mr. Fairbanks, ‘‘that the admin- 
istration is paying the obligations I 
refer to in legal-tender notes. On Jan 
uary 1, $29,000,000 of bonds matured, and 
I am informed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury that these bonds were paid 
not in gold, not in silver, but in legal- 
tender notes.” 

“If that be so,” said Mr. Teller, “we 
might as well discontinue this debate 
and take a vote upon the pending reso- 
lution now.” 

The point had been reached, thought 
Mr. Teller, when an effort was being 
made by the national administration to 
put the country on a gold basis. He 
thought there had been too much 
sophistry and evasion of the financial 
question among those who discussed it 
during the past twenty years, and in 
his opinion the time had arrived for 
ell parties to walk squarely up to the 
eannon’s mouth of the question and 
deal fairly and honestly with them- 
selves and the people. 

In respomse to a statement by Mr. 
Teller that $262,000,000 of bonds were 
sold for the purpose of maintaining the 
gold standard, Mr. Gear of Iowa said 
it was well known thai more than $200,-

The proceedings of ths convention 
were transacted with that businesslike 
method which was characteristic of the 
men engaged. There was about them 
a snap and @ vim and an emergy, com- 
bined with an absence of superfluities - 
and hair-splitting points of order, that 
furnished a refreshing contrast to a 
purely political convention. The busi- 
ness of the convention was to indorse 
the report of the monetary commission 
which is mow before Congress in the 
fonmm of a bill, and when this was done 
it promptly adjourned. . > 

THE PROCEEDINGS. - 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) Jan. 26.—The 
Monetary Convention convened at 10 
o'clock today. Pending the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions, the 
secretary reac a number of telegrams 
from the various commercial bodies ‘of 
the country, indorsing the plan of the 
commission. 

E. Parker of Illinois presented @ 
resolution approving the efforts of the 
National Business League te forward 
& movement toward the establishment 
of 2. national Gepartment of commerce 
and Snaustries, the head of which shall 
be a member of the Cabinet. 
‘Charles S. Fairchild, ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury, delivered a speech. He 
said: 

“Men in the past have had stand- 
ards of value and mediums of ex- 
change or circulating mediums, or 
whatever name you may give them, 
with no laws save the customs of busi- 
ness; thesé they can have in the future 
Without statutes, and they will have 
them in spite of statutes, if statutes 
shall stand in the way of the irresisti- 
ble force of the concurring habits of 
men. Whatever be the standard names 
in law, men will continue te measure 
values by gold until, by the concur- 
rence of their habits, they shall evolve 
something that suits their purposes 
better.” 

He said the commission's report was 
an atiempt to remove unnatural bar- 
riers of law and make a statute to 
supplement and assist the laws that 
the hebits of business men had evolved. 

“Gentlemen, your right to meet, to 
have and to speak your opinions, to 
make your petitions and to win your 
cause, is declared in the bill of rights 
and imbedded in the Constitution of 
the United States. The spirit that 
brings you here is that which makes 
possible, and is the condition precedent 
to, a. government of the people. We 
claim no more than this high and an- 
cient right, and no less., 

“Your auchority is no more than that 


which can be given by the combined 
character, wisdom and patriotism of 
the voluntary organizations of the men 
in all parts of our country, who move 
and direcc its mighty business whose 
brain and energy give life to thag 


Without which army, navy, a nation’s 
glory, its government even, cannot be.” 

The next speaker was Congressman 
Jesse Overstreet of the Indianapulis 
district, who introduced the Monetary 
Pill into Congress. He thought the bal} 
weuld receive the thorough aettention of 
Congress, and said Speaker Reed wouildg 
n no way retard its careful considerae 
tion. 

“If we are defeated,’ said he, 
shall not be conquered.” 

Cc. C. Homer of Baitimore urged the 
importance of organization, and said 
that Congress sould understand thag 
this plan was the will of the people. 

Mr. Wheeler of Minnesote, chairman 
of the Committee on Resolutions, 
asked John N. Bullitt of Philadelphia 
to read the resolutions.

BUGGESTIONS OF THE MERCHANTS’ 
ASSOCIATICN OF NEW YORK. 


Dall for the Retirement of Legal- 
tender Notes and the Establish- 
ment of Branch National Banks 
Throughout the Country, as in 
Canada. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) Jan. 26.—The 
following statement was prepared for 
the Associated Press by the Mer- 
chants’ Association 6f New York: 

“First—The legal-tender note, com- 
monly called the greenback, should 
be retired by the use of money in the 
treasury, and by the issue of long- 
time, low-interest-bearing bonds. Bul- 
lion, theretofore held as a basis for 
treasury notes, will, by their retire- 
ment, become available as additional 
security for silver certificates still out- 
standing. 

“Second—National banks should be 
allowed to purchase these bonds and 
use them at par as the basis for cir- 
culating notes, no notes to be issued 
for a less denomination than $10; the 
features of the present law relative to 
the tax on circulation and the 5-per- 
cent. redemption funds to remain un- 
changed, except that the tax be re- 
duced to one-half of 1 per cent., which 
will be ample to provide for the ex- 
penses of the office of Comptroller of 
the Currency. 

“Third—All national banks shall be 
required to redeem their notes at their 


\own counters, and at the office of the

Treasurer of the United States or any 
assistant treasurer, in gold coin, and 
@ll deposits for the 5-per-cent. redemp- 
tion fund shall be in gold coin. 
“Fourth—National banks shall be al- 
lowed to establish branches in any part 
of the country. By means of these 
branches the surplus money now in 
money centers can be utilized for the 
moving of crops and the prosecution 
of general business. This system has 
been thoroughly tried for many years 
by the Canadian barks, and in very 
small towns in the Dominion by @neans 
of these branch banks the same finan- 
cial advantages are enjoyed by the 
business men of the locality as by the 
citizens of the largest cities. By this 
means, also, merchants and other bor- 
rowers in the interior are enabled to 
discount their paper at home instead 
of being obliged, as at present in the 
United States, to send to money centers 
and sell through note-brokers. This 
system of branch banks will inevitably 
cause specific reductions and tend to 
the equalization of rates of interest 
throughout the country, and this is the 
scientific answer to the demands of 
the South and West for more cur- 
rency. It will also furnish facilities for 
borrowing money on mortgagesor other- 
wise, and will bring the borrower and 
lender together at the borrower’s home.

CONTRACT LET FOR THE CON- 
STRUCTION OF THE ROAD. 


Canadian Government Will Give as 
Susldy an Large Block of 
Mining Land. 


WORK HAS ALREADY STARTED. 


THE ROAD MUST BE FINISHED BY 
NEXT WINTER, 


Three Steamers Leave Sound Ports 
With Nearly a Thousand Gold- 
seekers—Canada Will Exempt 
the Relief Expedition.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Jan. 26.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Official advices re- 
ceived from Ottawa today state tliat 
the contract for the building of a rail- 
way from Telegraph Creek to Tes'in 
Lake, leading from the headwaters of 
the Stickeen to Dawson City, has bcen 
signed by Mackenzie & Mann, well- 
known contractors. The road is to 
commence at a point not yet decided 
upon, near Glenora, and will run to 
Teslin Lake over an undulating coun- 
try not very difficult for railway con- 
struction. The distance is about 130 
miles. The government has agreed with 
the contractors to give a block of min- 
ing land for subsidy. « There will be. 
no cash subsidy. The contractors will

JAPAN BROUGHT TO TIME. 


Yields to Demands Made on Account 
of a Murder. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The corre- 

spondence bearing upon the murder, 
on December 15 last, of Frank Epps, em 
appremtice on the flaship Olympia, then 
lying in the harbor of Nagasaki, Japan, 
was today supplied to the Senate by 
the Secretary of State. It shows that 
Admiral McNair laid especial stress 
upon the fact that the killing of Epps 
constituted the second murder of 
American seamen by Japanese within 
three months’ time, that of the sailor 
Montgomery being the first, and that 
he strongly urged investigation and 
punishment. This position was sus- 
tained by the State Department in 
pressure upon the Japanese authorities. 
It appears that two Japanese were ar- 
rested and tried, and on preliminary 
examination were fined 150 yen each. 
. Admiral McNair, in a letter dated 
Detember 27, expressed doubt as to 
whether the real culprits were appre- 
hended, but he says that the strong 
pressure brought to bear upon the 
Japanese authorities “has compelled at 
least an apparent display of energy in 
seeking the murderers of Epps, which 
is im contrast with the listless course of 
action pursued in the case of Mont- 
gomery.”’ 

It also appears that Epps’s mother 
has filed a claim for damages, and 
Secretary Sherman says this will be 
properly prosecuted.” . 

BRITAIN’S SHOWING WEAK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 


LONDON, Jan. 26.—The newspapers 
here comment on French, Russian and 
German reinforcements going to the 
Far East while no corresponding ad- 
dition is made to the British fleet, and 
says: “Happily, Great Britain has the 
countenance instead of hostility of the 
United States, and the Japanese navy 
is a factor of uncertain value.”’ 

An article in the Pali Mall Gazette 
says: “The German fleet may be said 
to hold the balance between England 
and Japan, and France and Russia. 
The position of arbiter is the very thing 
the Kaiser would desire, and with the 
force he possesses in the Far East, he 
can dictate terms. If the position is 
really critical, we run a grave risk in 
leaving our fleet weak. In fact, we 
prepare for an open contest by retro- 
grade movements.”

All Quict at Havana—Capt. Sigsbee 
Cables That the Greatest Cour- 
tesy Was Shown Him, 
Madrid Advices. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RIEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Secretary 
Long this morning received a telegram 
from Admiral Sicard saying that the 
North Atlantic squadron had gone into 
the inner anchorage at Dry Tortugas. 
The telegram was brought to Key West 
by the Fern, which is serving as a dis- 
patch and supply boat for the fleet. 

The torpedo-boats in the vicinity of 
Key West are under Admiral Sicard’s 
orders, while near the squadron, to 
serve also as dispatch vessels, and to 
give the vessels some practice on the 
drills for repelling torpedo attacks. 
This does not, however, interfere with 
the standing orders to Lieutenant- 
Commander Kimball, the commanding 
officer of the torpedo-boat flotilla, and 
the little craft will continue on their 
cruise along the coast as far west as 
Galveston, and then, returning, go up 
the Mississippi River in the early 
spring. The Porter, one of the fleet, 
sailed yesterday from Port Tampa for 
Mobile in company with the Ericsson, 
to be present at a local celebration 
there, but they will probably return to 
the squadron before resuming their 
along-shore cruise. 

A substantial addition to the relief 
fund being collected for the Cuban suf- 
ferrers at the State Department was 
received today through Senator Hoar, 
who handed to Secretary Sherman a 
check for $6014, sent him by George H. 
Lyman of Boston, the trustee for a 
publie collection in that city. 

Secretary Long said today that he 
had received no notice from the Span- 
ish Minister or from any other source 
that Spanish men-of-war have been or- 
dered to visit United States ports. They 
were perfectly welcome to come and 
#0 as they pleased, he said, and as far 
as he was concerned, he would be de- 
lighted to have them come. 

All the advices received by the State 
Department and Navy Department 
from Cuba teday was satisfactory. Gen. 
Lee at 2 o’clock reported that all was 
quiet, and that order prevailed in Ha- 
vana. At about the same hour a cable- 
gram came to the Navy Departmient 
from Capt. Sigsbee of the Maine, say- 
ing that general interest was mani- 
fested on the arrival of the Maine in 
Havana harbor, but there had been no 
demonstration. He had been ashore 
himself several times officially, and had 
been received with the greatest cour- 
tesy. He expected to visit the palace 
tomorrow, 

The information from Madrid by the 
Associated Press that the Spanish gov- 
erhment had decided to sénd the war-’ 
ship Viscaya on a visit to Ambéridai’” 
ports caused no comment in official 
circles. “She is a formidable craft, 
larger, faster and more powerful than 
the Maine, 

CABLEGRAM FROM LEE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The latest 
advices received here from Havana 
by cablegram from- Consul-General 
Lee are dated 5:30 o’clock last even- 
ing. He said: “Have just received’ a 
visit from the commander of the Maine 
and will return it tomorrow. He had 
already returned official visits of Span- 
ish and other naval vessels. No direct 
orders of any sort.” 

The officials here are pleased at the 
success attending their movement in 
dispatching the Maine to Havana and 
the reception accorded the ship at that 
port. 

It is announced that British and 
French warships are to join. the 
American and German warships in 
Havana, and this is regarded as en- 
tirely favorable, although no official 
notice of such intentions on the part 
of those governments hes been re- 
ceived. The presence of vessels of 
these. nations alongside the United 
States warship will go far, it is be- 
lieved, to convince the people of Ha- 
vana and Madrid that there is no sin- 
ister purpose in the Maine’s arrival, 
while it will make it exceedingly dif- 
ficult for the Spanish government to 
find any reasonable ground for com- 
plaint against the United States gov- 
vernment without laying itself open to 
the charge of discrimination when the 
same objections must lie against the 
warships of any or all nations. . 


SPANISH PRESS DISPLEASED.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — “No, I 


don’t think he has gone on such a mis- 
sion,”’ said Sefior Quesada, in charge of 
the Cuban headquarters, today, when 
his attention wag called to # published 
statement that Capt.-Gen. Blanco’s 
trip to the eastern part of Cuba was 
for the purpose of conferring with 
Gen. Gomez, looking to terms of peace. 

“His purpose in going there, I think, 
is to assist In bolstering up, as far 
as possible, the Spanish cause,”’ con- 
tinued Quesada. “It has been five 
days since we heard from the opera- 
tions of the armies in that section of 
the island. Gen. Pando, the Spanish 
commander, was very severely wounded 
and may be dead, and the Spanish 
army there is probably in a demoral- 
ized condition. Blanco’s visit, I think, 
is for the purpose of strengthening 
the lines and giving the troops what 
encouragement he can. 

“Shortly after Blanco was appointed 
to his present position, Gen. Gomez 
addressed him, as he had Martinez 
Campos, a letter urging him, for hu- 
manity’s s@ke, to use his influence with 
Spain to stop the bloodshed and bring 
the war to an end on the basis of in- 
dependence for Cuba. By this means, 
Spain would get the glory of acting 
as a mother to her son, and independ- 
ence would be achieved without the 
intervention of any other nation.” 


A FLANK MOVEMENT. 


Insurgents Under Tabarts Avoid an 
Artillery Bombardment. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA (via Key West.) Jan. 26.— 
Gen. Molina, on the morning of Jan- 
vary 20, began a second attack upon 
the insurgent’s position between Boca 
Camarico and Punta Maya. The in- 
surgents were under tie lead of Tabarts 
and they stood continuous volleys until 
the Spanish, about 11 o’clock, hegan 
an artillery fire. The insurgents, being 
without cannon, burned thefr camp 
and made a flank*movement toward the 
coast and the Spanish rear, vbliging 
Gen. Molina to abandon his position in 
order to avoid a rear attack and com- 
pelling him to retreat toward the coast. 

The insurgents immediateiy divided 
their forces and invaded the rich zene 
of sugar cane, burning immense cane- 
fields with incalculable loss. ‘The Span- 
ish had thirteen killed, including a cap- 
tain. They buried their deal. then re- 
itired.” They had twenty-eighth 
wounded. The insurgents save burned 
the greater part of the caneficlds from 
the Plantation Union near San Luis, 
although the plantation is protected 
by forts and detachments.

NEWS FROM GAUTEMALA,. 


Telegraph Operators Shot for Send- 
ing.Out News of the Rebellion. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
TAGOMA (Wash.,) Jan. 26.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] W. E. Roberts re- 
ported today from Iztapa, Guatemala, 
where he put together a large dredger 
built for the government by the San 
Francisco Bridge. Ccmpamy. Roberts 
says fewer lives were lost in the recent 
Guatemala rebellion than were re- 
ported in the newspapers, but that one 
important feature escaped publicity, 
that was the shooting by the govern- 
ment of at least four telegraph oper- 
ators. According to his story, all of 
the operators who sent out informa- 
tion regarding the revolution were 
called out and shot without explana- 

tion. 

The Guatemala government has 
mlamned extensive harbor improve- 
ments, but is too poor to execute them 
rapidly. The most important is the 
construction of a harbor ‘at Iztapa, 
where coffee ships can more safely 
land. A short channel is to be dredged, 
connecting tide water with the river 
amd running parallel to the coast. 
Docks are being built along this river. 

The government is also building a 
railroad from Guatemala to Point de 
Barrios, but lack of funds has stopped 
work, with sixty miles to complete. 

Guatemala’s coffee shipments are in- 
creasing, particularly to Germany. 


CONDITIONS IN THE PHILIPPINES, 


A Manifesto Beside Which Weyler’s 
is a Model of Mildness. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 26.—Advices 
from the Orient bring to hand the 
full text of the edict recently issued by 
Fernando Primo de Rivera, Gov- 
ernor-General of the Philippines, a 
brief reference to which has been made 
through official sources at Madrid. 

The edict is so severe in its treat- 
ment of all enemies of the imperial gov- 
ernment that the manifestos of Wey- 
ler seem mild in comparison. Taken 
as a whole, it appears as an official 
confession of the untruth of the fre- 
quent announcements from fit govern- 
ment at Madrid that the Philippine in- 
surrection has been suppressed and 
the people pacified. The edict begins 
with the revocation of all passes here- 
tofore issued, and the establishment 
of a military trocha, 

Property belonging to persons con- 
nected with the rebellion, or to tenants, 
partners, or any person interested in 
property begolnging to the rebels, is 
declared forfeited to the government, 
and will be seized to satisfy the needs 
of the Spanish army. 

The families of individuals who are 
incorporated in the rebel party must 
go to join them or fix their residence 
sonet the watchfulness of the authori- 

es. 

For the purpose of this order, the 
families of rebels will consist of their 
wives, children, parents, brothers, 
brothers-in-law and cousins.

CONSTABLE ON TRIAL, 


Joseph P. Harveston Accused of Be- 
ing Plyler’s Accomplice. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SANTA CRUZ, Jan. 26.—The trial of 
Constable Joseph P. Harveston, charged 
with mayhem, began in the Superior 
Court today. Harveston is well known 
throughout the county, and has served 
several terms as constable.

Next day 
Harveston hed told the young man 
who had seen him not to mention any- 
thing about it, as there was only a lit- 
tle family trouble. 

Harris testified to having seen three 
men in the room before he was chloro- 
formed, but said he could identify only 
Plyler. He said Harveston had handed 
him a note from Mrs. Plyler. 

Mrs. Plyler, who was next called, tes- 
tified that her husband was the only 
person she recognized; that she was 
too busy trying to get out of the room 
to bother seeing who the other men 
were. She said that Harveston had 
called twice at the room while Harris 
was present to see her about a tele- 
phone message from San José. 

William Bishop testified to Plyler 
having telephoned for Harveston. 

. P. Meiors stated that the de- 
fendant had said he had been paid to 
watch the house in which were Harris 
and Mrs. Plyler. Sensational testimony 
is expected to be introduced by the 
prosecution tomorrow.

THE NICARAGUAN CANAL. 


PREPARATIONS BEING MADE To 
RUSH THE WORK, 


A Company Formed in Ohio and 
New York to Engage Men—Cost 
Will not Be Near So Great as 
Estimated. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—The Her- 
ald’s correspondent with the Nic- 
araguan Canal Commission, under date 
of Managua, Jan. 18, says that each 
of the thirteen engineers with the 
commission .represents a big syndi- 
cate, each one fighting to get the con- 
tract, but the Ohio and New  £York 
millionaires have secured it. The Chi- 
cago contractors and engineers are 
satisfied with the facilities for work in 
the western division. These facilities 
are beyond their expectations. The 
party leaves for Ichoa January 26. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Herald says that the above cable- 
gram is interpreted there to mean 
that the Maritime Canal Company, an- 
ticipating a favorable report from the 
Walker commission as to the feasibil- 
ity of the project and of subsequent 
favorable action by Congress, has 
men on the ground prepared to begin 
the work of construction immediately. 
Under terms of its concession from 
the Nicaraguan government, the canal 
was to have been completed next fall, 
otherwise the concession, would be for- 
feited unless the company had _  ex- 
pended a large sum of money. In 
fact, it is the contention of the Nic- 
araguan government that the conces- 
sion has already been forfeited, but 
this contention is not accepted by 


agg the company or the administra- 
on. 


The preliminary report which the 
commission will make will be  sub- 
mitted to Congress with a view to 


getting favorable action upon the 
bill. It has been anticipated that the 
report would be favorable, both as 
regards the feasibilty and cost of the 
canal. The estimate made by Civil 
Engineer A..G. Menocal for the com- 
pany in 1895 for the construction of a 
canal following the Tola basin line 
puts the cost of work at $66,466,880, and 
a second estimate, the canal to follow 
a low level line, fixed the cost at 
$68,893,660. The Ludlow commission 
estimated that a canal built along the 
low-level line would cost $133,472,893. 
If the Walker commission estimated 
that ‘the cost will be three-fourths of 
Mr. Menocal’s original estimate, $66,- 
466,880, then it fixes the figures at $49,- 
855,160. 

Experts, especially the — friends of 
the members of the Ludlow commis- 
sion, say the estimate made by the 
Walker commission is extremely low, 
being somewhat less than one-third of 
the estimate made by the Ludbw 
commission.

How San Francisco and Los Angeles 
Were Named. 


[People’s Progress:] California it- 
self, from one end to the other, has 
singularly romantic associations for all 
good Americans. 

Before Goonold, or Hudscn, cr even 
Walter Raleigh, had taken possession 
of any point on the Atlantic Coast for 
any English king or queen, Francis 
Drake had ‘taken possession of Califor- 
nia im 1579 in the name of Queen 
Elizabeth. His ship was well crammed 
with silver amd gold, not to say dia- 
monds and rubies, which he hed “con- 
veyed” or was “conveying” from their 
Spanish owners. But for all that Drake 
had a frugal mind. So by token that 
he had a Queen, and that it was for 
her he took possessicn, he buried an 
English sixpence at the foot of the post 
on which, covered with a sheet of lead, 
was the date of possession. 

The bay where Drake did this got 
called “Sir Francis Bay,” and so slid 
into “St. Francis Bay’ on the maps, 
and so San Framcisco got its nama. 
The old pirate, as the Spaniards 
thought him, in the course of a cen- 
tury became a saint on their charts. 

Los Angeles, on the other hand, was 
not gamed when it was founded, as is 
generally believed. It was named 
twelve years before its foundation, ac- 
cording to early local history. In 1769 
a military expedition under Don Cas- 
pan de Portata visited Alta California 
for the purpose of resisting further in- 
roads by the Russians. En route to 
Sir Francis Bay (San Francisco) the 
expedition stopped on a mesa at what 
is now Los Amgeles. This was on the 
day of the nativity of the Queen of the 
Angels. A bell was hung upon the 
branches of a spreading sycamore tree, 
the church cannon, a, little eightecn- 
inch brass gun, was brought out, and 
a salute fired. The priests read mass, 
and the soljiers fired volleys at inter- 
vals by way of music, in the absence 
of a choir. Then they christemed the 
spet, which, twelve years later, be- 
came the Pueblo de la Reina de los 
Angeles (the “City of the Queen of the 
Angels.’’)

Mr. Lodge inquired whether Mr. Tel- 
ler was in favor of that arnendment. 

“Well, I shall vote against it,” re- 
plied the Colorado Senator. 

Mr. Lodge insisted on knowing 
whether Mr. Teller sid or did not 
think the amendment a proper princi- 
ple for Congress to lay down.

The Colorado Senator, when he aros 
to begin his speech, Mr. Hoar said, 
expressed a desire to resent something.

Mr. Teller rose to call Mr. Hoar’s 
attention to another statement, and 
when he had done so, Mr. Hoar ridi- 
culed him by likening him to the small 
boy who was asked what the cost of 
eleven pounds of beef would be at 7 
cents a pound, replied, “You can’t get 
no beef at no such price.” — 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Hoar referred incidentally to the pres- 
ent industrial situation in New England 
and its relation to the Dingley tariff 
law. He was glad and the people of New 
England were glad of the industrial 
prosperity of South Carolina, Ala- 
bama and Georgia, but he did hold that 
the people of New England did not 
want to be brought into competition 
with communities where long hours 
are the rule in the industrial estab- 
lishments and where child labor was 
employed in the factories. He said that 
these practices were not known in 
New England, where limited hours for 
workmen and no child labor was pro- 
vided for by the law. ompetition 
upon a basis of equality of !aws would 
be welcomed by New England. 

“Our policy,” said Mr. Hoar, “is not 
bounded by Staite lines. We are New 
England men, but we are above all 
Americans.” 

Mr. Hoar shortly afterward concluded 
and was followed by Mr. Platt of Con- 
necticut, in an address in opposition to 
the pending resolution. Mr. Platt de- 
clared that it was the purpose of the 
advocates of the resolution to over- 
ride the solemn declaration of Congress 
that the parity of gold and silver coins 
should be maintained. 

“The Senator from Nevada (Mr. 
Stewart,) talks about the trouble and 
misery among the people,” said Mr. 
Platt; “but when this government has, 
according to the advocates of the pend- 
ing resolution, been given two meas- 
ures of value—measures that mean 
two things—the misery and trouble 
will be as nothing compared with what 
they will be then. Such condition 
would be worse than pestilence and 
famine combined.” 

r. Platt said that if he could be- 
lieve that this country could coin silver 
freely without destroying the debt- 
paying power of silver, he would be 
glad to enter upon that policy. He 
could npt, however, entertain the possi- 
bility of such a policy. 

In the course of a colloquy between 
Mr. Platt on the one side and Mr. Al- 
len and Mr. Tillman on the other, Mr. 
Platt stated that this country had now 
bimetallism. To this Mr. Chandler took 
exception, saying that any definition 
of bimetallism which omitted the free 
coinage of both metals at a ratio fixed 
by law was not only incorrect, but ob- 
solete. 

Mr. Platt challenged Mr. Chandler 
to produce any recognized authority 
which included free coinage in the defi- 
nition of bimetallism, and closed with 
an appeal for the maintenance of a 
sound financial system. 

Mr. Daniel (Dem.) of Virginia fol- 
lowed Mr. Piatt in support of the reso- 
lution. He said we were confronted 
upon all sides with the clamorous 
siatements of the gold men that agita- 
tion of the financial question was un- 
settling business and destroying the 
credit of our people. Yet, he said, the 
gold men were holding convention, the 
financial question was being investi- 
gated by Congressional committees, 
and the President of the United States 
in his message to this Congress had 
advanced propositions in support of 
fastening upom the country the single 
gold standard. 

Mr. Daniel thought the adoption of 
the pending resolution would tend to 
prevent raids upon the treasury, and 
he quoted a staiement made by Secre- 
tary Sherman before a Congressional 
Committee in 1878 to that effect, but he 
maintained that it did’ not mean that 
any government creditor would be paid 
in a clipped coin or in a depreciated 
currency. 

After an extended discussion of the 
silver question, as it relates to the 
pending resolution, Mr. Daniel asked 
Mr. Hoar whether he thought | that 
$387,000,000 of silver certificates ought, 
as an essential to the nation’s honor, 
to be redeemed in gold. 

Mr. Hoar replied that if such redemp- 
tion were necessary to maintain the 
parity of gold and silver coin, he would 
answer yes, but no such subtle com- 
peeeeeenye question could be answered 
riefly.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HOUSE.—Without any preliminary

He said the Carlisle football 
eleven had placed $7000 in the treasury 
of the college during the past season. 

FEELING REMARKS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

Mr. Cannon (Rep.) of Illinois ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Indians 
were not progressing. It wag only in 
the Indian Territory that their condi- 
tion was relatively good. He thought 
that education at eastern schools 
would effect little. 

Mr. Lacey (Rep.) of Iowa, eulogized 
the work of the Indian schools. 

Mr. Curtis (Rep.) of Kansas also 
commended the work of the non-res- 
ervation schools. 

Mr. Smith of Arizona insisted that 
the Indians should be given farms 
which they could not dispose of, ag- 
ricultural implements and_ teachers 
Then the Indian would be compelled 
to rise to the civilization around him 
or be crushed by it. The present system 
kept him in a helpless, hopeless vag- 
abondage. 

After some further remarks ,by 
Messrs. Barrows (Rep.) of Massachus- 
etts and Callahan of Oklahoma, the 
motion to strike out the appropriation 
for the Carlisle Indian school offered 
by Mr. Smith of Arizona, was defeatec 
by 29 to 65. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Kelley 
(Dem.) of South Dakota, to increase 
the number of Indian pupils at Flan- 
dreau, S. D., to 300, and to increase the 
appropriation therefor $16,000, was de- 
feated 11 to 54. 

The number of pupils provided for at 
Salem, Or., school was increased by 
fifty. The action on this amendment 
drew out an indignant protest fror 
Mr. Kelley, who paid his respects to 
Mr. Sherman and Mr. Cannon for look- 
ing with favor upon an amendment of- 
fered by a member on the Republicar 
side of the House. j 

The latter replied good-naturedly 
but referred to Mr. Kelley as a “ban- 
tam rooster,” and usually a 
good-looking, amiable man.” The gen. 
tleman from South ‘Dakota was evi. 
dently nettled, as he retorted with con 
siderable bitterness. So far as physical 
characteristics went, he said, he 
thought Mr. Cannon «might make as 
respectable a looking rooster as him. 
self. This was not the first timie he had 
been insulted by the gentleman from 
Illinois. 

“T have not had the executive experi- 
ence of the gentleman from Illinois,” 
said he, ‘“‘neither, I thank God, have I 
as yet learmed ruffianism, blackguard- 
ism and ungentlemanly conduct. I 
grant that he is an anlept at cheese- 
paring, but when it comes to Danville, 
Ill., he wanted everything in sight.” 

Mr. Cannon did not make amy reply 
to this assault. 

‘On motion of Mr. Griffin (Rep.) of 
Wisconsin, an amendmoent was adopted 
tO appropriate $100,000 for an additional 
school building at Tomah, Wis. 

Mr. Bromley (Rep.) of Ohio got the 
floor at this point to submit some ré- 
marks upon the failure of the Senate 
to place in the Urgemcy Deficiency Bill 
an appropriaiion for the continuation 
of the full mail-carvier service until 
July 1. It was well known, he said, 
that an order had been issued to cut 
down the service February l. He pro- 
ceeded to comment on the dAiscrimina- 
tion @gaimst certain cities, notably 
Cincinnati, in the matter of carrier 
service. 

“Mr. Quigg (Rep.) of New York im reply 
maintained that the mail deliveries im 
New York City were absolutely neces- 
sary to get the mail out and into the 
great offices in that city. 

Mr. Belknap (Rep.) of Illinois, Mr. 
Adams (Rep.) of Pennsylvania and 
other members representing the larger 
cities all protested against the reduc- 
tion in the carrier service. They had 
been overwhelmed, they said, with 
protests. 

Mr. Williams (Dem.) of Mississippi 
made a humorous speech contrasting 
the ccnditions now in his district, 
where the inhabitants went six or 
eight miles for their mails and paid 
the same postage for the privileges as 
did the inhabitants of the metropolitan 
cities, who had their mail delivered 
free six or eight times a day. As the’ 
government was obliged to economize 
in order to keep the expenditures down 
to the receipts, he thought it could not 
be done better than by cutting off three 
or four deliveries a day at the big 
trade centers. 

Mr. Louri, chairman of the Postoffice 
Committee, made a sensational speech, 
or rather a speech promising sensa- 
tional developments in the future. He 
was very hoarse, and it was with diffi- 
culty he could be heard above a whis- 
per. Only the circumstances of the 
case, he said, could induce him to at- 
tempt to say anything today. The 
question presented was one far greater 
than the simple one cf @ delivery more 
or less in New York or Chicago. The 
statements of the gentleman from New 
York (Mr. Quigg,) said he, were abso- 
lutely false and unfounded. That gen- 
tleman, he said, had been having him- 
self interviewed, charging that he (Mr. 
Loud) was.responsible for the existing 
predicament; that he (Loud) had de- 
fied Congress and the postoffice and 
had forcerl the department to cut off 
the carriers. 

“Such criticism,” said Mr. Loud, “‘is 
beneath my contempt. The charge is 
made that the Postoffice Appropriation 
Bill this year carried $160,000 below the 
estimates. I know the officials of the 
Postoffice Department back § that 
charge, but I assert that it is false.’’ 

“Then you allege falsehood against 
the officials of the department?” inter- 
rupted Mr. Quigg. 

“Let him take it who can bear it,” 
responded Mr. Loud. He proceeded to 
affirm that the postoffice officiels had, 
contrary to law, appointed 228 adiji- 
tional carriers and created a prospec- 
tive deficiency of $160,000. He said, 
further, that in the face of an appro- 
priation of $75,000 for incidental ex- 
penses, $107,000 had been spent in six 
months. Over $50,000 of the reported 
deficiency, the said, belonged in that 
account. He urged members not to be so 
carried away by passion over the pos- 
sible loss of a carrier or two as to yield 
the last vestige of their mower of cif 
cumscribing the acts of the executive 
branches of the government. The per- 
petuity of the legislative branch of the 
government was involved/ he sai-d. 

In conclusion he appealed to the 
members to let the whole question come 
up regularly in its time, when, he said, 
he would be ready to discuss the whole 
subject. Meantime, he declared, the 
service could not possibly suffer until 
June. 

The conference report on the Urgent 
Deficiency Bill was submitted and 
agreed to. 

Several minor provisions in the In- 
dian bill were ruled out on the order. 
In ell, ten pages of the bill were dis- 
pored of today. At 5:12 p.m. the 
House adjourned.

ITS AFFAIRS IN CONFUSION. 


Rev. E. D. Bailey Attacks the Civil 
Service Commission. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Rev. E. 
D. Bailey, chief of the examiner's of- 
fice of the Civil Service Commission, 
submitted some sensatfonal testimony 
at today’s session of the Senate’s Civil 
Service Ingestigating Committe. 

It was a sequel to the charges he 
made Wonday of intimidation and in- 
terference by the commission with his 
testimony. He called attention to the 
bitter attack made on him then by 
President Proctor of the commission. 
He read a letter he had addressed to 
Theodore Roosevelt, the New £=York 
Police Commissioner, severely criticis- 
ing the commission. This letter said, 
in part: 

“The business of the commission is 
in the greatest confusion, and is be- 
coming more and more demoralized 
for want of intelligent management. 
Requisitions remain unacted upon for 
months, and many complaints are 
made by the departmets of delays and 
annoyances detrimental to the service. 
In such cases temporary appointments 
were authorized, and after ninety days 


made permanent, although no rule 
exists permitting such actions. These 
requisitions probably cover’ several 
hundred places.”’ 

The letter gave a number of in- 
stances in substantiation of the gen- 
eral statement. Continuing, the letter 
says: 

“Questionable appointments have 


been so numerous that the rules have 
almost lost their force, and al- 
leged law of necessity is regnant. and 
want of uniformity exists in all the 
business of the commission, and the 
greatest uncertainty prevails. The 
subordinates cannot do fheir work 
with confidence, because all  prece- 
dents, practices and principles are 
abandoned, and new ones substituted. 
No reliable policy or line of action ex- 
ists which can be relied upon, and 
contradictory action is frequent. The 
force of the commission has lost con- 
fidence in the ability of the manage- 
ment, and can do no more than to 
maintain existing conditions and await 
inevitable changes. 

“The action taken by the commis- 


sion lacks continuity, and the minutes” 


of one day contradict those of another 
day. Action is taken, then .amended, 
then revoked. Under the recent ad- 
ministration, four of the five oflicers 
of the commission were changed, 
bringing in new men, who lacked even 
the advantage of experience in the de- 
partimental service, some of whose views 
were unfavorable’ to the civil-service 
laws and rules, with theories little 
less than hostile, and their inexpe- 
rience and unfamiliarity provéd_ dis- 
astrous. They adopted rulcs to classify. 
im one lump, 20,000 new offices, and 
utterly failed to provide to meet the 
needs. The present condition is thor- 
oughly alarming. Disaster can only 
be averted by immediate remedial ac- 
tion, and changes should be made at 
once, not for political reasons, but in 
the interest of the service.” 

Mr. Proctor asked if Mr. Bailey had 
not sent copies of this communication 
to certain Senators. The witness re- 
plied the only other person who knew 
of the letter was his wife. 

“Did your friends not ask the Presi- 
dent to appoint you Civil Service Com- 
missioner ?”’ 

“All that I know is that the papers 
said Representative Walker of Worces- 
ter, Mass., where I came from, had 
presented my name to the President.”’ 

Mr. Proctor then took the stand. 
and at the outset sought to show 
that the sweeping classification of May 
6, 1896, was not, as had been alleged. 
“a leap in the dark,” so far as being 
equipped for the changed conditions 
Was concerned. 


STATEHOOD BILLS BEATEN. 


A House Committee Frowns on Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Oklahma. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Statehood 
legislation at this session was killed 
today by the House Committee on 
Territories rejecting the Arizona, New 
Mexico and Oklahoma bills by a voite 
of 8to 3. The first two measures were 
bunched, and defeated. The Oklahoma 
bill was taken up and beaten by the 
same vote. There was oo discussion, 
in accordance with the understanding 
at the last meeting that the vote was 


to be taken today without further 
preliminaries. 

Delegates Smith and Ferguson of 
Arizona and New Mexico stated thait 
they wished to put themselves on 
record, and amnounced that if they 
were allowed to vote. they would vote 
for the bills. 


CONSIDERED THE CURRENCY. 


House Committee Makes Little Prog- 
ress at Iis Mecting. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The House 
Committee.on Banking and Currency 
held a brief session today, but did not 
take action toward reporting any cur- 
rency bill. Considerable interest at- 
taches to the meeting, in view of the 
recent extended hearing on the part of 
the monetary meeting at Indianapolis. 
At the outset Mr. Johnson of Indiana, 
who is regarded as favorable to the 
Monetary Commission, secured the 
adoption of ‘a resolution for a state- 
ment from each member as to his posi- 
tion on the general question of a re- 
vision of the currency. 

Mr. Brosius was called upon. He 
stated that he was not ready to define 
his views on so broad a preposition. As 
the inquiry promised to lead to some 
difference, Mr. Johnson withdrew the 
motion, with a view to having the Re- 
publican members canvass the subject 
among themselves later. 

In behalf of the minority, Mr. Cox of. 
Tennessee moved that the official pro- 
ceedings embrace the application for a 
hearing of President Warner of the 
bimetallic Union and Chairman Towne 
of ‘the Silver Republican Committee, 
and the refusal cf the committee to 
hear them. The motion was defeated 
by a party vote, with the exception of 
Cheirman Walker, who voted with the 
minority. 

The committee’ then adjourned until 
next Wednesday, and the Republican 
members. went into secret session with 
a view ‘to reaching some common un- 
derstanding, if possible. 

At the executive session of the session 
of the Republican members of the 
House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency this afternoon the individual at- 
titude of the members was polled, and 
the procedure in the drafting of the 
currency legislation mapped out. 

Mr. Walker favored a revision of the 
system which would take the currency 
businessaway fromthe government and 
furnish at once a banking On assets. 
He would not approve any plan mate- 
rially differing from this. 

Mr. Crossius of Indiana was opposed 
to retiring the greenbacks and to bank- 
ing on assets inany degree. Mr. John- 
son of Indiana urged the gold stand- 
ard, retirement of the gireenbacks, 
eliminating the currency business from

the trea@ury and issuing new cirevile~ 
tion through national banks to take its 
place, the new circulation to be ywuder 
national control. Mr. Van Voorhis of 
Ohio substantially agreed with Mr. 
Brossius, while Messrs. McCleary of ° 
Minnesota and Mitchell of New York. 
had views along the lines of Mr. John- 
son’s policy. 

Mr. Spalding of Michigan opposed a 
declaration for thé gold standard in so 
many words, and was not certain that 
he was willing to have the greenbacks 
retired or to have credit currency. Mr. 
Hill of Connecticut favored the Mone- 
tary Commission bill, and: practically 
agreed with Mr. Johnson. 

r. Prince of Illinois opposea the spe- 
cific declaration for the gold standard, 
and thought the retirement of green- 
backs should be carefully dealt wita, 
and favored banking on assets. | 

Mr. Capron of Rhode Island approved 
of allowing banks to extend circulation 
to the par value of their bonds, the in- 
corporation of banks with stock, capi- 
tal and a diminished tax on circulation, 
This, be believed, would pave the way 
for a more extensive currency legisla- 
tion in the future..

DECISION OF DIFFERENTIOLS. 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Settles a Milwaukee Case. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today, in 
an opinion by Chairman Knapp, an- 
nounced fs decision in the case of the 
Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce 
against the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railway Company and others. 
The commission rules that distances 
by shortest available routes are the 
proper distances upon which to base 
comparison of differentials in grain 
rates from the same points of ship- 
ment to such markets as Milwaukee 

and Minneapolis. 

Another point decided is that, al- 
though carriers serving but one‘of the 
two competing cities, may, by reducing 
rates to the city served by them, pre- 
vent the correction of an unjust ratio 
of rates to the two places from com- 
mon points of supply, it is nevertheless 
the duty of the commission to condemn 
such a reduction of charges and to ine 
dicate the basis unon which the rates 
should be readjusted. 


CUBAN AFFAIRS. 


Assistant Secretary Day Explains 
the Status to Two Representatives. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Represen- 
tatives Heatwole and Smith, two of the 
Republican members of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, called 
on Assistant Secretary Day ot the State 
Department today and went over the 
status of Cuban affairs. It has been 
the intention of Representative Adams, 
chairman of the Cuban sub-committee, 
to accompany the visitors, but he was 
detained. The call permitted the mem- 
bers to learn the condition of affairs 
on the island, although little was de- 
ve'oned beyond what is already made 

public. 

Mr. Smith's main purpose was to 
confer with the authorities on the med- 
ification of that feature of the treaty 
of Ghent under which the building of 
warships on the Great Lakes has been 
prohibited. He urges that the modifica- 
tion be brought abolt by negotiations 
threough diplomatic channels, and after 
his conference today Mr. Smith ex- 
pressed confidence that a modification 
of the treaty could be acocmplished.

MAJORITY AGAINST CORBETT. 


The Oregwon Legislature Refused te 
Perform the Functions, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The report 
of the majority of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections in the 
Corbett case was presented to the Senr- 
ate today by Senator Caffery. The 
committee recommended that Mr. Core 
bett be not given a seat in the Sen- 
ate. The Oregon Legislature, the report 
says, dcliberately refused to perform 
any of the functions with which it 
was charged, one of the most impor- 
tant being the election of a successor 
to Senator Mitchell ,and the precedents 
are against the seating of an appointee 
when the Legislature has had an op- 
portunity to elect. 

Semator Pettus concurs in the conclu- 
sions, but files a separate opinion. He 
takes the position that the decision in 
the Mantle case controls in this.

SNYDER HAS THE FLOOR. 

If M. P. Snyder, as Mayor of Los 
Angeles, is not satisfied with the prog- 
ress thus far made in the direction of 
municipal ownership and operation of 
the water system, he is bound by ev- 
ery consideration of official duty, com- 
mon decency, and public policy, to 
point out to the Council what specific 
course should, in his opinion, be pur- 
sued. He should submit his ideas and 
suggestions to the legislative branch 
of the municipal government of which 
he is the nominal head. If he has any 
definite and practicable plan for ad- 
vancing the interests of the people in 
this highly important matter, let him 
place that plan before the Council 
and the people in a proper manner, as 
becomes the dignity and the duties of 
the office which he holds. Any sug- 
gestion which he may make will be 
welcome, and will receive respectful 
consideration. 

The columns of a sensational and 
unreliable newspaper published in a 
distant part of the State do not fur- 
nish the proper medium for the Mayor 
of Los Angeles to exploit his ideas in 
the water question, or on any question 
pertaining to the welfare of the mu- 
nigipality over which he presides as 
Mayor. The columns of the Los An- 
geles press are open to any sugges- 
tions which Mr. Snyder may wish to 
make, by the following of which, in 
his opinion, the settlement of the 
water question may be facilitated or 
simplified. 

Mr. Snyder has seen fit to find fault, 
in a vague and indeterminate way, 
with the majority of the Council for 
the manner in which this question has 
been handled. As a matter of simple 
justice, common decency and public 
expediency, he should come forward 
and at once, with whatever specific 
suggestions he may have to offer. If 
he is sincere in his oft-expressed de- 
sire to hasten the decision of this is- 
sue, he can do no less than is here in- 
dicated. His failure to do so will be 
tantamount to a tacit confession of 
insincerity and demagogy.

MOUNTAIN WATER. 

The Los Angeles correspondent of 
the San Francisco Gall on Monday 
sent to that paper a communication in 
which was embodied in advance of its 
introduction, the resolution introduced 
by Councilman Grider on Monday, 
calling for an investigation as to pos- 
sible sources for supplying the city 
with mountain water. The resolution, 
it appears, was expected to excite vio- 
lent and virulent opposition from all 
members of the Council except Grider 
and Hutchison, and the correspondent 
of the Gall goes on to tell, in detail, 
what was expected to happen after thé 
introduction of the resolution. Among 
other things he says: 

“Now the members of the Council 
who are not tied to the City Water 
Company will vote for this resolution. 
It will result in an investigation 
which will cost the city nothing, and, 
if the facts are given, a report will be 
made showing that it is both feasible 
and practicable to bring mountain 
water into this city for domestic pur- 
poses and with sufficient pressure for 
fire purposes. The water company 
forces will be massed, and a_ deter- 
mined, and, possibly, a successful, ef- 
fort will be made to kill the resolu- 
tion, if not by direct action, in an in- 
direct way. Of all thingr the City 
Water Company does not desire a 
fair and honest report as to how easy 
it is to bring water into this city from 
a mountain source and independent of 
its system. Upon this point it does not 
want the public informed, and, more 
particularly, it does not want it 
through an official Council report. So, 
with the aid of its tools in the Council, 
it will endeavor to defeat the resolu- 
tion, and then, on the day following, 
through its newspaper organs, it will 
endeavor to discredit and ridicule an 
honest effort of Councilman Grider to 
carry out the pledge contained in the 
platform upon which he was elected.” 

All the members of the Council, save 
Grider, Hutchison and Ashman, voted 
for the resolution as slightly changed 
by the adoption of Mr. Toll’s amend-_ 
ment. The inference that the three 
members named are “tied to the City 
Water Company” is obvious, but not 
wholly conclusive. 


The “determined effort to kill the 
resolution,” predicted by the corre- 
spondent of the Gall, did not material- 
ize. The only real opposition came 
from Grider and Hutchison, who ob- 
jected to assuming a_ responsibility 
which they sought to place upon other 
members of the Council. 

If these men are sincere in their 
professed anxiety to bring about a so- 
lution of the water question, and if 
they honestly believe that it is feasi- 
ble and expedient to bring mountain 
water to the city, they will improve 
the three weeks allotted to them as 
the majority of the Special Committee 
on Mountain Water, in making a full 
and careful investigation of all sources 
of avaflable supply, and _ will bring 
forward, in their report, some practica- 
ble plan for securing the desired sup- 
ply of mountain water, if it be possible 
to formulate such a plan. 

The report of the Special Committee 
on Mountain Water, (L. M. Grider, 
chairman,) will be awaited with 
breathless interest by the “110,000 in- 
habitants of the municipality.” If a 
practicable and Satisfactory solution 
of the water question is to be found in 
this direction, of course we want to 
know all there is to be known about 


the subject at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 


The Nevada grand jury which has 
had the matter of the Uber lynchers 
in hand is an excellent example of the 
fool performances of juries in general 
and grand juries in particular. Ac- 
cording to the foreman of that august 
body of Nevada citizens, the jury has 
discovered who the guilty parties are 
and have sufficient evidence to secure 
their conviction in every case, and yet 
absolutely refuses to bring indict- 
ments.

Chicago Convention Secrets. 


[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] Those 
who were present. as observers at the 
convention in Chicago that nominated 
Bryan, and followed all the proceed- 
ings closely, felt that there was a 
hidden management somewhere that 
amounted to a conspiracy. A major- 
ity of the delegates were governed 
by an invisible force and one  en- 
tirely new in national Democratic 
conventions, Such veteran leaders 
as Hill of New York, Russell of Mas- 
sachusetts and Harrity of Pennsyl- 
vania were reduced to ciphers by a 
star chamber junta, ané ther plead- 
ings for Democratic precedent and 
time-honored policies might as well 
have been addressed to the winds. The 
cards were stacked agairst them. Such 
was also the case with the Bland 
movement. The Silver junta was 
against it.. Bland’s vote stopped short 
of 300 and remained there as if it had 
struck a stone wall. After his defeat 
for the first place Bland fared even 
worse. He was humiliated by the Mis- 
souri delegation, who signified that 
he would accept the second place. 
The junta had no use for Bland any- 
where on the ticket, and though the 
nominations were disturbed by an at- 
tack ofconvention hysteria, Bland fared 
just as had been intended. 

Mr. Hinrichsen was in the secrets 
of the silver junta that controlled the 
Chicago convention. But he has just 
met with a reverse in attempting to 
share in the Democratic management 
of the next campaign, and is making 
some highly-interesting disclosures 
about the Chicago convention  con- 
spiracy. The plot antedated that 
event and placed its mark upon the 
Republican National Convention. The 
Teller bolt was prearranged by the 
same men who controlled at Chicago. 
Most of the silver Senators were in 
the scheme, with perhaps a dozen out- 
siders, among whom were Gov. Stone. 
Gov. Altgeld and J. R. McLean. The 
junta plan at Chicago was to make 
Teller the nominee for President, and 
Bryan for Vice-President, ‘but the 
schemers not unanimous on this 
point. Stone was for Bland on the 
surtace, but was deeply involved in 
the Senatorial combine. What Stone 
did to finish his candidate on the spot 
is a matter of open convention record. 

Up to the moment of Bryan's speech 
the Chicago convention was a 
chaotic sort of body, restless and 
generally inattentive, except when 
Hill spoke. The Democratic party, as 
previously conducted, was gradually 
put to death, but no new leader was in 
sight. Bryan saw the opportunity, and 
made the most of it. The delivery of 
his famous speech magnetized the 
great throng, largely Populistic in 
sympathy, by. its boldness, ease and 
freedom from trimming on the main 
question. But the matter of the 
speech is known now to have been 
artfully rehearsed, and the dramatic 
passage about the crown of thorns and 
cross of gold was borrowed verbatim 
from a tragedy written by Judge Con- 
rad of Philadelphia. Nevertheless, the 
oratorical trick stampeded the con- 
vermtion. Teller never came to the sur- 
face. Bland stuck fast and. lost 
ground. Bryan was whooped and war- 
danced into the nomination, the silver 
junta, finding him pliable to thetr uses, 
giving him their support. There was 
one greater wreck than Bland in the 
convention, and that was Teller. <A 
full history by Mr. Hinrichsen of the 
silver junta conspiracy of 1896 would 
an interesting leaf of political his- 

ory.

BENEFITS OF THE DINGLEY BILL 


SHEEP-RAISING MADE PROFITABLE 
THROUGH ITS PROTECTION. 


| State Ownership of Timber Lands 


Urged That the Forests Might Be 
Preserved and the Water 


Supply Protected. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

DENVER, Jon. 26.—This morning at 
10 o’clock Chairman Springer called to 
order the National Stock-Growers 
Convention. There was a full attend- 
ance of delegates. ; 

A committee was chosen from the 
States represented to draft a consti- 
tution and by-laws. Those chosen were: 
Texas, M. McKenzie; Kansas, J. W. 
Johnson; Idaho, J. D. Wood; Oregon, 
R. C. Judson; Utah, Jesse A. Smith; 
Missouri, J. H. Neff; Nebraska, A. F. 
Daugherty; -Michigan, H. H. Hinds; 
South Dakota, F. A. Stewart; Montana, 
Paul McCormack; Wyoming, W. C. Irv- 
ing; Iowa, Henry Wallace; Illinois, C. 
W. Baker; Arizona, W. C. Barnes; In- 
diana, M. E. Hartley; Minnesota, Gen. 
M. D. Flower; Colorado, E. A. Am- 
mons. 

The first address was on “Statistics 
as to Values of Live Stock and Pros- 
pective Conditions,” bv J. H. Neff, 
editor of the Drovers’ Telegram, Kan- 
sas City. 

The speaker reviewed the history of 
the stock-growers’ business for the past 
fifteen years, showing that the indus- 
try, which. was on the down-grade 
for a number of years, reached bottom 
a couple of years ago, and has since 
been improving. Figures are given to 
show that prices are now more than 
200 per cent. above the lowest point of 
a few years ago. He expresses the fear 
that stocking and feeding cattle is now 
costing more money than the cattle 
will. bring in the market when fat- 
tened. What is true of cattle, he as- 
serted, is also true of sheep, horses 
and hogs. Comparing the stock. indus- 
try with that of mining, he said that, if 
the silver men had Teller, Jones and 
Stewart at Washington, the stock- 
growers had Dingley, Grosvenor and 
MoKinley. He spoke optimistically on 
the probable effect of the Dingley Bill, 
especially on the sheep industry. He 
closed with a prediction of prosperity 
for the future. 

Gov. W. A. Richards .f Wyoming 
next spoke on “The Cession of the Arid 
Public Lands to the States.” 

Gov. Richards took the position that 
not only the arid lands, but all of the 
public lands should be given to _ the 
States. They would then, he claimed, 
scon be made to help pay the govern- 
ment expenses, and sooner be put in 
the hands of actual settlers. Speaking 
of the arid lands, he said: 

“IT have come to the conclusion that 
there is only one way for us to work 
out our salvation, and that is through 
the transfer of the lamds to the sev- 


eral States, and then make it a matter 


of patriotism or State pride to make 
the most possible out of the donation. 
The only objection that has ever been 
urged is not based on facts, but on 
the belief that the States themselves 
are not to be trusted. Those who as- 
sume this position also assume that 
the administration of the National 
Land Office is efficient and satisfac- 
tory. I believe they are as mistaken 
in their belief regarding the first as 
they are erroneous concerning’ the 
facts of the second. The truth is that 
the administration of the General 
Land Office in the disposal of arid 
lands, and in its neglect to do any- 
thing for the conservation of the wa- 
ter has been an unmitigated failure. 


Two bills for the cession of the 
lands have been introduced in the 
present Congress, one by Congress- 


man Shafroth of Colorado and one by 
Congressman Hartman of Montana, 
The present Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Liaand Office opposed both of 
these bills, and, if his reports are any 
indication, will oppose any measure 
roviding for the transfer of these 
ands to the 

Gov. Richards said the money re- 
ceived from the sale of public lands 
had been very largely used in States 
other than those in which the lands 
were situated, to the advantage of the 
older, at the expense of the younger, 
States. Continuing, he said: 

“Every arid State ought to control its 
timber lands. The States now control 
the streams that rise therein; they 
ought to be given the opportunity to 
protect and preserve the fountains that 
feed these streams. If we are to 
judge ‘the future by the pasit, the con- 
tinued control of the timber lands by 
the general government means the 
continuation of their spoliation and de- 
struction. Every reserve thus far 
made has simply resulted in stopping 
mining, preventing the construction of 
roads, the building of reservoirs or 
ditches, in laying an embargo on all 
development, and in doing nothing 
whatever to protect the forests from 
are. the chief agent of their destruc- 


tion. 

“Tf it is ‘the desire of the arid-lands 
States to secure a class of settlers 
who will engage in agriculture, it is 
necessary that State aid in some form 
should be afforded them. Reservoirs 
should be constructed and main- 


tributed under State supervisors. 

“That the leasing of these lands 
would follow the cession of the public 
lands to the States, the recent expe- 
rience of Wyoming has demonstrated. 
In satisfaction of the donations of 
land to the State upon its admission 
to the Union, grazing lands have been 
principally selected. Every acre has 
been leased at an annual rental of 6 
cents per acre.” 

Elwood Mead, State Engineer of 
Wyoming, spoke on “How Best to Pre- 
vent Clashing Between Sheep and Cat- 
tle Men on the Ranges.” 

He favored the leasing of all public 
lands, and breaking up of ranges as 
a means of preventing constant war- 
fare between cattlemen and sheep 
men, 

R. M. Allen of Ames, Neb., deliv- 
ered an address on “The Fattened 
Steer.’’

L PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jam. 26.—A special to 
the Tribune from Newport News, Va., 
says that Collis P. Huntington’s train 
was transferred from the station to 
the shipyard there last night. When 
Mr. Huntington was asked to state his | 
intentions regarding the proposition he 
had made to Secretary Long .to build a 
dry dock capable of receiving the larg- 
est ship afloat, he said: 

“You can say that I will shortly build 
the largest and best dry dock in Ameri- 
can waters, a basin in which any ship 
in the United States or England in the 
merchant marine ean be safely docked 
and overhauled. This dock will be 
built at ome corner of the shipyard. 
There is urgemt need of a dry dock in 
which the vessels of the navy can be 
repaired at short notice, and it is such 
a basin that I propose to build.’ 

“What about the reported Armstrong 
deal, looking to the purchase of the 
shipyard?” 

“Sir William Armstrong never had an 
option on this plant. It is true, how- 
ever, that I did see him and offered to 
sell him an iaterest in the shipyard. 
This deal might have been consum- 
mated but for some sharp traders who 
sought to takepart in the transaction. 
My reason for offering to sell an in- 
terest ian the plant was to have an ord- 
nance factory established at Newport 
News and also to extend the yard, al- 
though it is now one of the largest 
in the world. 

“I offered to sell Sir William Arm- 
strong half. of the stock, or, if he 
wanted to have the controlling inter- 
est, 65 per cent. This, I say, was in 
the interest of the yard. I would not 
think of selling that much of the stock 
if I did not have so much other busi- 
ness toengage my attention. I cannot 
State positively whether or not an ord- 
mance factory will be located here, I 
have not abandoned the idea.” 

While Mr. Huntingtom declined to 
make any statement in the matter, the 
impression prevails that his visit, in 
company with the vice-president of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, is in 
respect to the awarding of a contract 
for a new passenger steamship for the 
Pacific Mail Company.

ABSENT FROM AN IMPORTANT 


MEETIN 


Webb Saves, Temporarily, the Sealp 
of Mis Young Friend, “Tee- 
Mach’? Johnson. 


ELECTION OF A SUCCESSOR TO AX- 
TELL POSTPONED. 


Next Monday Night the Reorganiza- 
tion Will Come Up Again—Webb 
Says the Seventh Ward is 
not Represented. 


The session of the Board of Educa- 
tion last night was a most important 
one to the people. If any one had the 
idea, that the “iron hand” has been re- 
moved from its clutch upon the necks 
of several school directors, the pro- 
ceedings last night must have convinced 
him of his mistake. Walter L. Webb 
did not say out loud that he “laughs 
best who laughs last,” but he did say 
that there had been no election held 
and intimated that there would be no 
election until the “board was full,” 
meaning until Adams’s successor had 
been elected by popular vote. 

Dr. Mathis, late president of the 
board, promised to return from his 
visit to San Francisco in time to be 
present at the meeting of the board 
last night. Dr. Mathis did return to 
Los Angeles yesterday, but he failed 
to show himself at the meeting of the 
board. Repeated calls for the ex-presi- 
dent of the board, both by telephone 
and in person, revealed the fact that 
he had gone to Pasadena, and could 
not be reached. Thus he spared him- 
self the trial of voting in open board 
last night. 

McInerney voted with the old “push 
and pull,” but each time with an apolo- 
getio explanation preceding his vote. 
On the final vote, on Webb’s motion 
to postpone the election of a secretary 
and Superintendent of Buildings and 
janitors until February, McInerney re- 
fused to vote, because Dr. Mathis was 
not present. 

When the board was called to order 
Superintendent Foshay presented his 
monthly report upon the state of the 
schools, and also a special report re- 
garding the burning of the Pico 
Heights schoolhouse, which has here- 
tofore been published. The same were 
ordered filed. . 

On motion of Poor, the secretary 
was ordered to request a written opin- 
ion from the City Attorney, regarding 
the legality of allowing the ‘teachers 
pay for the holiday vacation. It was 
so ordered. 

On motion of Conrey, the City At- 
torney will also be asked to take such 
action as he may see fit regarding the 
sinking of oil wells near the Alpine- 
street school. It was stated that oil 
wells were being sunk just across the 
street from the school, and it was 
cited that the Council had passed an 
ordinance prohibiting the sinking of 
ofl wells within one block of any city 
park or hospital. The secretary was 
instructed to ask the attorney to 
amend the ordinance, so as to prevent 
the sinking of an oil well within 500 
feet of @ schoolhouse. It was so or- 
dered. 

Director Conrey then moved that the 
board proceed with the election of a 
Superintendent of Janitors and Build- 
ings. McInerney objected on the 
ground that Dr. Mathis was not pres- 
ent. He wanted the full board there. 
Webb followed with an objection that 
the Seventh Ward was not represented. 

Conrey called attention to the fact 
that Mr. Kubach was representing the 
Seventh Ward. Webb replied, by say- 
ing that he. considered Mr. Kubach only 
the representative of thait ward for a 
month. Webb insisted that the elec- 
tion go over until February. 

The matter was put to a vote, and 
Webb demanded the roll call. Poor, 
Bartlett, McInerney, Webb voted no. 
Conrey, Davis, Braly and Kubach 
voted aye. It was a tie vote, and the 
motion to proceed to elect a Superin- 
tendent of Janitors and Buildings, vice 
Axtell, resigned, was lost. 

Conrey at once moved that the board 
proceed to elect a secretary, and again 
McInerney objected because of the ab- 
sence of Dr. Mathis. The vote was the 
Same as before, and the election of a 
secretary was postponed. 

Then Webb moved that the election 
of all officials of the board be postponed 
until after the election of a director 
from the Seventh Ward, vice Adams, in 


February. 


This brought out protests from Braly 
and Conrey, both of whom gaid Mr. 
Kubach was legally representing the 
Seventh Ward and was as much in 
authority as any man who might here- 
after. be elected. 

McInerney said he didn’t want to 
vote on the question. Finally the mat- 
ter was:put to vote, the plain question 
being whether the election of a new 
superintendent of janitors and a secre- 
tary should be delayed until February 
or until such time as Dr. Mathis was 
present. Webb. Poor and Bartlett 
voted to postpone the election. Conrey, 
Davis, Braly and Kubach voted not to 
postpone, and McInerney went on rec- 
ord as “present, but not voting.” 

Conrey then moved an adjournment 
until next Monday night. Webb wanted 
to know if it was an adjournment to a 
meeting to elect officers. Conrey gave 
him no satisfaction, and the board ad- 
journed until the date mentioned, 
against Webb’s protest, at which time 
Dr. Mathis will probably be in attend- 
ance. 


DISCHARGED FROM CUSTODY. 


Hong and Pock May Become Real 
Americans—Some Day. 

Some time ago Chin Ming Pock, a 
Chinaman, was tried before Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke, charged with the 
offense of being umlawfully in the 
country. He was found guilty and or- 
dered deported to China. As might 
have been expected. such a decision 
did not altogether suit Mr. Pock, so 
the case was appealed to the Federal 
District Court. and came up for hear- 
ing before Judge Wellborn yesterday. 
The Judge rendered his opinion in 
the matter, and set aside the order of 
deportation. The defendant was  dis- 
charged from custody. 

The case of another Celestial, Louie 
Wah Hong, also came up before Judge 
Wellborn yesterday for decision. This 
defendant was likewise told to go his 
way. 

The peculiar case of this last China- 
man has caused great perplexity in the 


learned minds of the Federal authori- — 
ties, inasmuch as it is postively known | 


that the defendant is illegally in the 
country, but as he has already been 
tried for the same offense in E} 
Paso, Tex., and acquitted, he cannot 
be jeopardized a second time for the 
same thing.

Health Department Cuts Down the 


Demands for Street Sweeping.

THE WILSON LITIGATION ENDED 


A FINAL SETTLEMENT IS REACHED 
IN A COMPROMISE. 


L. W. Blinn Petitions to Be Ap- 
pointed Guardian for Charles N. 
Baasett—R. A. Bird is Having 
His Second Trial. 


There’s many a slip twixt the cup and 
the lip, and the Boiler Inspector must 
wait a little longer before he begins 
the examinatién of fire engines. The 
Fire Commissioners have called for an- 
other report upon the subject from 
Chief Moore, and, of course, more de- 
lay is entailed. 

The unsatisfactory manner in which 
the streets are swept has resulted in 
some liberal slashing of the contract- 
or’s bills. 

The litigation over the Bridget Wil- 
son estate was ended yesterday by a 
compromise between the executors and 

the special administrator, John P. 
' Moran, who served for a short time. 
Moran returned to the estate $3065.67 in 
final -settlement of all claims 
against him. 

L. W. Blinn has petitioned to be ap- 

pointed as guardian of Charlies Bas- 
ett. 
: A foreclosure suit, involving large 
amounts and growing out of boom-day 
speculations, was begun yesterday be- 
fore Judge Torrance in Department 
Three.

SPARRING FOR WIND. 


THE FIRE COMMISSIONERS ARE 
STILL IN THE RING. 


Boiler Inspector Mast Wait a Bit 
Before He Begins to Examine 
Fire Engines—Permits for Oil 
Boring. 


The tribulations of the Boiler Inspec- 
tor in his efforts to secure an inspection 
of the city’s fire engines are mot yet 
emied. The Fire Commissioners are 
fully awake to the dangers that must 
result from retiring from service, even 
temporarily, any of the eight engines 
which constitute the city’s mprotec- 
tion from fire. The Council has seemed 
to be indifferent to this consideration, 
for it adopted a resolution last week 
authorizing the Boiler Inspector to 
make the proposed inspection, and at 
the same time made no provision what- 
ever for protection while the engines 
are laid off. The Pico Heights school- 
house fire demonstrated the inade- 
quacy of the present equipment of the 
fice department, and the Fire Commis- 
sioners say that if the mumber of en- 
gines available is to be reduced, the 
consequences may be most serious. 

The matter came up for discussion 
yesterday at the regular meeting of 
the commission. The resolution adopted 
last week by the Council was read by 
the clerk. Mr. Kuhrts said that no 
engine should be thrown out of service 
until an estimete had been made of 
the cost incident to the examination 
and a requisition for the amount had 

presented to the Council. This 
view met with the approval of the other 
commissioners, and the chief was ac- 
cordingly instructed to report the 
probable cost of dismantling one of 
the engines and the length of time it 
must be out of service. 

The Council also referred to the Fire 
Commissioners the proposition to ring 
the fire bell as @ curfew bell at 9 o’clock 
each evening. The purpose of the 
reference was to ascertain whether 
such a plan would interfere with the 
fire-alarm system. Tie matter was re- 
ferred to the Chief. 

At the last meeting of the commis- 
sion the City Attormey was asked 
' whether, under the existing ordinance, 
the board, after granting permission to 
bore for oil in any block, could after- 
ward refuse to grant permits to other 
applicamts in other parts of the same 
block. The City Attorney gave his 
opinion at yestorday’s meeting, that 
such discrimination could not be mage. 
Acting in accordance with his advice, 
the board refused to grant permission 
to oil-drillers to bore for oil in those 
blocks of which any pcrtion is within 
350 feet of the Sisters’ Hospital. 

The applications of L. Schultze and 
others to bore for oil in block 12 of the 
Beaudry tract wag discussed, but no 
action was taken, the commissiomers 
deciding to first inspect the ground. 


POOR STREET-SWEEPING. 


Whe Contractor’s Demands Subjected 
to Radical Cutting. 

The bills turned in by Contractor 
Hollingsworth for street-sweeping are 
being cut very radically by the Health 
Department. Inspector Drummond has 
repeatedly reported very unsatisfac- 
tory work by the contractor. In some 
instances charges have been made for 
streets that were practically unswept, 
and in many cases streets have been 
60 poorly swept that the Health De- 
partment has refused to allow any 
compensation for the work. The con- 
tractor is supposed to sweep about nine 
miles of streets each night. Yesterday 
his charges for nearly four miles of 
streets were disallowed. The sweeping 
. machines are frequently driven so rap- 
idly that they fail to take up the dirt 
from the streets. The drivers are often 
careless and fail to cover the entire 
street. Hollingsworth’s work has been 
the subject of frequent complaints, 


Protests Filed, 
Several protests have been filed 
against the proposed sewer on Main, 
Sichel and other streets. 


THE CUBAN CAUSE. 


Voluntarily Promoted by Capt. Ma- 
jromey of Montana, 

E. RK. Mahoney, who says he is a cap- 
tain in the Cuban army and wears a 
Cuban uniform, is collecting money for 
the relief of suffering Cubans and pro- 
poses to give am entertainment in this 
city for that purpose. Capt. Mahoney 
is @ volunteer collector and seems to 
have no official authorization from the 
junta other than letters from one Pol- 
hamus of New Orleans acknowledging 
the receipt of momey for the cause, 
Polhamus is a reporter on a New Or. 
leans paper and appears to. be an ac- 
credited. ager.t of the Cuban junta. 


letters indicate that he has confidence 
in Maheney. 

Eetrado Palma does not know Ma- 
honey, and the New York end of the 
junta, when aeked about the captain 
by San Francisco papers, demied all 
knowledge of him, bui Polhamus's let- 
ters give a reasonable explanation of 
their action. \

Only that Mahoney is collecting money 
end forwarding it to New Orleans 

luntarily, and is responsible to no- 
body. He says he was assailed by the 
San Francisco Call becauso he made 
am effort to reorganize the Cuban 
League in San Francisco and break up 
the Call’s monopoly of information 
from the league, which it secured 
through the negro janitor, prosident of 
that body. 

Mahé@ney is accepted as a representa- 
tive of the Cuban cause by the league 
in this city, and is indorsed by Mayor 
Snyrer, Johnstone Jones and W. T. 
Williams, all of whem unite in urging 
the people of Los Angeles to patronize 
the entertainment to be given at 
Hazard's Pavilion tomorrow night, un- 
der the auspices of the league, for the 
benefit of the sick amd wounded sol- 
diers of the Cuban army. Capt. Dick 
Falkenberg, who now signs his name 
as “military attaché of the Cuban 
League,” also indorres Capt. Mahoney.

ENDED BY A COMPROMISE. 


A FINAL SETTLEMENT REACHED IN 
THE WILSON CASE. 


John P. Moran, the Special Adminis- 
trator Appointed by the Court, 
Returns $3065.67 to the Estrte 
and All Claims Against Him are 
Relinquished, 


A final settlement of the litigation 
over the estate of Bridget Wilson, de- 
ceased, was reached yesterday when 
Judge Clark granted a petition for com- 
promise between the executors of tho 
will and John P. Moran, who was ap- 
pointed by the court as special ad- 
mimistrator. 

Bridget Wilson died in 1895, leaving 
an estate valued at $200,000. Sho left 
a will cutting her husband off with 
practically nothing. Frank Sabichi 
and John McCcomnachie were appointed 
as executors of the estate. The will 
was offered for probate and John Wil- 
son instituted a contest over the in- 
strument and succeeded in having it 
broken. In August cf 1895 the court 
made an order revoking the mrobate of 
the will and also revoking the appoint- 
ment of Sebichi and McConnachie as 
executors. 

John P. Moran was then appointed 
special administrator of the estate by 
the court. Moran gave bonds as such 
appointee in the sum of $38,000, and en- 
tered upon the discharge of his duties. 

The proponents took an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, with the result that the 
order of.the lower court revoking the 
probate of the will was reversed. Sa- 
bichi and McConniche were them rein- 
stated as executors of the estate. A 
decrees of court was made settling the 
account of John P. Moran with the es- 
tate, showing that a balance of $9,316.54 
was due from him. 

The executors made a demand upon 
Moram for this sum, but he refused 10 
pay more than $635.34 of the amount. 
Suit was then brought against him to 
recover the balance of $8680.80, and 
this action was the matter that was 
compromised yesterday by Moran 
agreeing to pay $3066 in final settlement 
of all claims against hic. - 

Tho compromise was made in com- 
pliance with the wishes of the principal 
legatee, Matilda Walden, who requested 
the executors to accept the terms of 
settlement offered by Moran and get 
the case out of the courts. 


GUARDIANSHIP OF BASSETT. 


L. W. Blinn Files a Petition Asking 
for the Appointment. 

The petition of L. W. Blinn that he 
appointed guardian of Charles N. Bas- 
sett, a minor, 17 years of age, was filed 
yesterday in the Superior Court.

Held on Three Charges. 

It was a dreary day on police yester- 
day. One patrolman after another 
straggled in and reported “things dis- 
tressingly quiet’”’ on their various beats, 
and the detectives hadn't the sign of a 
clew anywhere to follow. 

It would have been as bad in the Po- 
lice Court but for the fact that the ver- 
satile Schilling was again on trial be- 
fore Judge Morrison. Schilling has been 
tried so often that his face jis as fa- 
miliar in the police courts as ‘that of 
the venerable and venerated bailiff, 
“Dad,” who is a father to all the good 
boys and a “stern parent” to all the bad 
ones. And he it is who knows the face 
of every local crook from the days 
when the bed of the Los Angeles River 
was first changed on the map, and po- 
liceamen began to wear brass buttons. 
He has lived to see the “cops” oarry 
white clubs and wear white gloves, 
and it’s many the thief who now comes 
into the dock with gray hairs that 
‘““‘Dad’’ remembers when first arrested 
as a wild and wayward boy. 

When Justice Morrison ‘‘called court” 
yesterday, Henry Williams and _ his 
wife, Alice, were the first of the mis- 
cellaneous lot to be brought before 
him. They had a fight on First and 
Dakota streets, Boyle Heights, on New 
Year’s eve, and will be sentenced today 
for disturbing the peace. 

J. W. Barnes, alias Gray, alias Colt, 
and some twenty other names, was next 
arraigned on three charges of forgery. 
By profession he is a barkeeper, and 
Detective Hawley has apocketful of bo- 
gus checks which he passed on various 
saloon men about town. The three 
checks on which he is held for trial 
are, one for $8.60 drawn on the Broad- 
way Bank, and cashed by R. W. 
Merry of the Jewell saloon one for $18.66; 
drawn on the State Loan and Trust 
Company and passed on J. K. Miller 
of the Arcade saloon, and a check for 
$20 on the National Bank of California, 
Which was passed on Estes & Rottman 
of No. 421 South Main street. All the 
checks were forged. Barnes’s examina- 
tion was set for Friday and his bail 
fixed at $3000. 

Then came Schilling. He, according 
to the police, is another man of many 
aliases, but according to his own ac- 
count, is “bersecuted und treated mid 
shames und cruelties.” Schilling has 
been in court at least a dozen time: 
within the past three months. He is 
a glib talker, and, according to the 
testimony of his many victims, a netty 
larceny thief. He is charged with steal- 
ing money, rings and other jewelry from 
a half dozen women into whose ronfi- 
dence he ingratiated himself. Schilling’: 
defense is that all the jewelry, etc., 
was given to him as presents, He de- 
fended himself yesterday, as Attorney 
George P. Phibbs, who has heretofore 
appeared for him, declined .to have 
anything to do with the case or with 
the man any farther. The trial was 
not concluded, but will go on. this 
morning. 


DISCHARGED AND REARRESTED. 


The Original Charge Against Card- 
well and Harris Dismissed. 
George W. Cardwell and T. H. Har. 
ris, the two men who shot and killed 
John W. Hilton near Calabasas last 
Saturday because Hilton resente4 their 
trespassing on his land, were dis. 
charged by Justice of the Peace Rich- 
ardson of Calabasas, yesterday. Asst 
Dist.-Atty. Williams immediately or- 
dered the men taken into custody by 
Deputy Sheriff Barnhill, and they will 
now be given a preliminary examina- 
tion by Justice Young of this city. Jus- 
tice Richardson, it is said, could hardly 
give.a fair and impartial hearing of the 
case, as he has had considerable trou- 
ble in the trespassing line himself, and 
stood trial for cutting a wire fence on 
Harvey Branscomb’s land a few week: 
ago. At that time he expressed views 
on the subject which would tend to 
prejudice him against the dead man.

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SOME NEW BULLDINGS 
WILL BE ERECTED AT THE WHIT- 
TIER SCHOOL. 


The Doard of Trustees Have Adopted 
Plans for the Improvements and 
> win Begin: Work as Soon as 
the Specifications are Approved 
Dy the State Building Ponard. 


The Board of Trustees of the Whit- 
tier State School held a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon and transacted busi- 
ness connected with the affairs of the 
institution. There were present Mrs. 
Adina Mitchell, William R. Rowland 
and Dr. Walter Lindley. 

The most important matter disposed 
of was the resolution to devote what 
is known as the “Whittier Reform 
School fund,” which will aggregate 
present and prospective, about $125,000, 
to the construction of permanent im- 
provements about the echool. For over 
a year those in charge of the present 
administration have felt the need for 
modern trades buildings and additional 
improvements and equipments. From 
time to time they have worked upon 
plans for these buildings, and have de- 
veloped the details of a general im- 
provement and extension of the school. 
Before the plan coffid be finally adopted 
many technicalities of the law in re- 
gard to building had to be overcome. 
These have been surmounted 90 far as 
the local board is concerned, and yes- 
terday the plans and specifications of 
Kilnatrick & Goddard, submitted un- 
der the recent advertisement for plans, 
were adopted. 

These slane will have to be submitted 
to the State building board for ap- 
proval, and as soon as the matter is 
disposed of by that body the work on 
the improvements will begin. 

The buildings provided for by the ac- 

cepted plans are a series of nineteen 
single-story and one two-story and 
one-story mezzanine detached and 
semi-detached buildings with brick or 
conerete walls, to be used for a power- 
house, trades and educational depart- 
ments, dormitory, barracks, officers 
quarters, kitchen _—_ dining-room for 
Yo. B, and mnasium. 
cost of all these build- 
ings is estimated at $90,000. They are 
to be erected on the present” school 
grounds, and are to be grouped in the 
most convenient and desirable position 
about: the administration buildings. 
They will be connected with one an- 
other by walls, arches and gateways, 
so as to inclose the area of the site 
now in general use. 

The buildings will be designed for 
@ irability, convenience of arrangement 
for the economic transmission and ap- 
plication of power and for perfect inde 
pendence of the workers in the various 
shops. | 

The board has considered the possi- 
bility of utilizing the labor of pupils 
of the school in the construction of the 
buildings, but no definite decision * on 
this point has yet been reached. 


THE CASE OF GRINDLE. 


Fined for Being Drunk, but Misrep- 
resented by Police. 

In the case of the People against Ww. 
Grindle, for drunkenness, Justice Mor- 
rison yesterday fimed the defendant $5 
and his bail was ordered applied in 
payment thereof. 

Mt. Grindle, in a communication to 
The Timess denies the statement that 
he evar expressed comtempt for the 
police or that he ever said that he 
would place more reliance in the oath of 
a Chinatman*thap in that of @ police- 
man. He also denies that he was one 
of two jurors who a. jury in a 
Chinese lottery case. The only jury in 
a Chinese lottery case Mr. Grindle 
served ohn was tn Justice Morrison’s 
court, and ft stood six for conviction 
and six for acquittal. It seems that it 
was a case in Justice Owens’s court 
in which two jurors (Wise and Smith) 
were rebuked for their action by the 
court, 

The information that Grindle was one 
of the recalcitrant jurors came from 
several officers interested in the caso 
and was published in good faith. If 
Mr. Grindle never entertained the 
thought that he would beliovéa China- 
man rather than a policeman, it would 
seem, in the light of recent develop- 
ments, that he has good groumds to 
think so now. 


PROF. GLEASON SUBDUED. 


The Horse King Tamed by His Re- 
cent Experiences.

CORONER’S JURY VERDIC y¥ THE 
LAMANDA PARK TRAGED 


Mrs. Oroseco Died by Her Own Hand, 
High School Athletic Clab 
Formed—Stir. in Local Politics. 
Fire Does Little Damage. 


PASADENA, Jan. 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Mrs. Modesta Orosco, wife of 
Juan Orosco, came to wher death from the 
effects of a gun-shot wound in the breast, 
self-inflicted, but whether witn suicidal in- 
tent, the jury was unable to decide. This 
was the verdict of the Coroner’s jury that 
sat on the remains of the young woman 
whose *husband found her dead in her room 
in a cottage on the Allen ranch, north of 
Lamanda Park, yesterday at noon. Coroner 
Campbell visited the scene of the tragedy 
this afterncon and empanelled a jury and 
listened to evidence. The Coroner had found 
the bullet close to the skin on the back, and 
found also that it had entered the breast 
and gone almost through the body, and had 
caused death instantaneously. At first it 
looked as if the shot had been fired by other 
than the woman, but after weighing the 
evidence carefully and making searching in- 
quiries of the witnesses, the jury arrived at 
the above verdict. 

Taking everything into consideration, espe- 
cially as explained by Coroner Campbell, it 
would look as though the woman was eX- 
amining the pistol and accidentally shot her- 
self. There was absolutely nothing to show 
premeditation, and no one was seen to enter 
or leave the house during the forenoon be- 
tween the hours her husband went to work 
and his return to find his wife dead. 

The body was taken to Las Pintas this 
evening and will be buried from the Mission 
in San Gabriel tomorrow morning. 


SCHOOLROOM CLOSED.

Last Friday 
night was one of the coldest of the season 
in Riverside. Monday night was another cold 
one, while the mercury in Redlands touched 
bottom mark Tuesday night, when 24 deg.

Case of the, Disease in a House 
Where a Children’s Party Was 
Held—Doard of Supervisors Meet.

SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. %.—[Regular 
Correspondence,] Fears are generally ex- 
pressed that an epidemic, of diphtheria may 
set in in San Bernardino, and the author- 
ities are taking prompt and decisive action 
in the matter.

Thirty-seven 
boys and girls were entertained, and the 
child who is now quarantineu with diph- 
theria, was ill at the time, but the nature 
of the disease was not then’ ruspected. 
The child guests had free access to the 
sick room, 

Monday it became known that the Suppe 
child had diphtheria. Heaith Officer Rene ct 
once quarantined the house. The Board of 
Health met this morning and ordered that 
Mr. Suppe must remain at home, or stay 
away from the house. Mr. Suppe decided to 
stay at home and his business will be con- 
ducted by other parties. J. B. Pope 
appointed to find out where the 
who were at the party attend school, and 
Dr. Rene issued a notice requesting that al! 
such children visit his office this aftcrnoon, 
accompanied by scmo older member of the 
family.

WKENNA ON THE 


BENCH, 


TAKES HIS SEAT AS ASSOCIATB 
JUSTICE OF SUPREME COURT. 


The Official Ceremony Simple in the 
Extreme, Consuming Less Than 
Four Minutes—Cordial Welcome 
Extended Him. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]J 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Hon., 
Joseph A. McKenna took his seat on 
the bench of the Supreme Court of the 
United States teday as an Associate 
Justice. The official ceremony induct- 
ing him into his important office con- 
sumed less than four minutes, and was 
simple in the extreme. 

Mr. McKenna had already taken the 
general cath of office befére the Chief 
Justice, when, at one minute past 12 
o'clock, he walked into the courtroom, 
bringing up the rear of the procession 
of justices. He, like all of the other 
members of the court, wore a Iong, 
flowing black robe. The courtroom was 
crowded in anticipation of the event. 

When he entered the chamber the 
new Justice stopped at Clerk Mc- 
Kenney'’s desk, where he remained 
while the other justices took their re- 
spective seats upon the bench. 

Chief Justice Fuller announced the, 
presence of the new Justice, saying: 
“It gives me pleasure to announce 
to the gentleman of the bar that Mr. 
Joseph McKenna bas been appointed 
an Associate Justice of this court.” 

The clerk handed Mr. McKenna a 
copy of the judicial oath, and he read 
it in a clear, distinct voice, and then 
was escorted to his seat on the ex- 
treme left cf the Chief Justice, by 
Marshal Wright, the court remaining 
standing. He was welcomed with «a 
cordial shake of the hand frem Justice 
White, his nearest neighbor, and with’ 
bows from the other members of the . 
court, Whereupon all took their seats. 

With this the ceremony concluded, 
and the court proceeded to the business 
before it, the first case heing that . 
dealing with the Texas anti-trust law.

DEATH OF SAM J. LEWIS. 


Well-known Ex-Soldier and Bank- 
er Passes Away. 

Col. Samuel J. Lewis, late president 
of the California Bank, died at his 
residence, No. 1425 West Third street, 
about 5 o’clock yesterday evening. His 
death was due to a complication of 
diseases, perhaps best summed up as 
general debility. His health was im- 
paired by hardships suffered during the 
ejvil war, jand close ,application to 
business for a long pericd of years 
brought on a genera! decline, which 
totally incapacitated him for work 
about five weeks ago, and ultimately 
resulted in his death. 

Col. Lewis was a native of Monroe, 
Wis., and was 55 years old. He served 
with distinetion in the Fifth Wiscon- 
sin Battery throughout the war. After 
the close of the: rebellion, he was a 
colonel in the Wisconsin National 
Guard for a number of years. About 
nine years ago Col. Lewis came to Los 
Angeles, and engaged actively in busi- 
mess pursuits, being closely associated 
with the Witmer Bros. in their va- 
rious enterprises, notably the California 
Bank, of which he was vice-president 
for several years, and succeeded to the 
presidency January 1, 1897, upon the 
retirement of President Frankenfield. 
Owing to his failing health, Col. Lewis 
resigned the presidency of the bank 
at the close of the year, being suc- 
ceeded in that office by the vice-presi- 
dent, J. G. Mossin. 

Just before Christmas, Col. Lewis re- 
tired from the bank and went to the 
country residence owned by himself 
and the Witmer Bros., near Lordsburg. 
He remained there a week, hoping the 
rest would do him good, but his health 
continued ‘to grow worse, and he re- 
turned to the city. Two weeks ago he 
took to his bed and never left it again. 

Funeral arrangements have not yet 
been made, but the body will be in- 
terred in Evergreen Cemetery. 

Col. Lewis is survived by his wife, 
who is a sister of H. C. Witmer; a 
daughter, Miss Letha, and one. son, 
Ralph, the latter aged 16. 

The death of Col. Lewis at this time 
is remarkable for the fact that he is 
the third of three presidents of closely 
@llied business enterprises who have 
died within a year. A. I. Hall, presi- 
dent of the Los Angeles Improve- 
ment Company, died last March. J. 
M. Witmer, who was vice-president of 
this company, cashier of the California 
Bank and the president of the Witmer 
Bros. ‘Company, died last June, and 
now the death of Col. Lewis, vice- 
president of the Witmer Bros. Com- 
pany and ex-president of the bank, is 
added to the list.
